THEY WERE LOYAL . 


And Their Claims . Passed Threngh Ati 
Right. 

WaAsHINGTON, Angust 11. —{Special.]—The 
Chattanooga Catholic charch war claim, which 
passed the house yesterday, was a peculiar one.

THE SERVICES AT THE GRAVE 


The Interment at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 


Wasuinerox, August 11.—The last rites 
for the dead were today performed ac- 
cording to the ordinances of the Roman Cath- 


olic church for Philip Henry Sheridan, general 


of the army of the United States, and his body 
was laid to rest in the beautiful Arlington, city 
of the soldier dead. The event was marked by 
a, general suspension of public business. The 
ceremonies throughout were in keeping with 
the character of the man. A strict adherence 
to an almost unmilitary simplicity in all the 
arrangements,a heavy wheeled artillery caisson 
for his hearse, the procession of a single thon- 
sand erect and steady soldiers who had seen 
service, best befitted the closing scenes in the 
life of se great a soldier, 

St. Matthew’s church, where the remains of 
General Sheridan had lain in state since Thurs- 
day afternoon, and where the principal burial 
services were held,is an ancient edifice of 
modest proportions with stuceoed exterior 
walls, and but for its classic pillared front, 
would attract little attention from a stranger. 
But in it have worshipped many whose names 
are illustrious in history. It is the most popu- 
lar Catholic church in Washington, and for 
many years it has numbered among its commu- 
nicants members of many -foreign legations 
resident here, cabinet ministers,’senators and 
representatives in congress. The interior of 
the church is in keeping with its exterior, 
plain and unpretentions. 

At9o’clock the doors of the church 
thrown open, and such of the large 
assembled outside as had received tickets of 
admission were permitted to:enter. They 
were conducted to their seats by a corps of 
aids in full military uniform, under the direc- 
tien of Colonel John M. Wilson, of the corps 
ot engineers.
